More information about Carol Moseley Braun’s 
financial life trickled out of her campaign Wednes- 
day, with representatives of the mayoral candidate 
releasing additional pages of her 2008 and 2009 
federal income tax returns but offering no explana- 
tion for some of the questions they raised. 

Newly released pages of her 2008 return show 
she claimed a loss of more than $120,000 for a 
public speaking business, CMB One Corp., even 
though she indicated a day earlier that her financial 
troubles stemmed from her organic food company 
Braun’s attempts to match some of her opponents 
and release personal tax returns in the name of trans- 
parency has created more questions than answers in 
recent days. Documents released Wednesday of- 
fered no clarity on what the former U.S. senator is 
really worth and how her finances are managed. 

Braun held a news conference near a crime scene 
Wednesday to decry city violence but refused to 
answer questions about her finances or about what 
her tax returns say about her ability to manage 
money She said she had released a statement Tues- 
day, and “that’s all there is to it.” 

Braun surfaced Wednesday on the South Side at 
the scene of a shooting in the 6900 block of South 
Marshfield Avenue to say that if elected mayor, she 
won’t tolerate violence and will push for more com- 
munity involvement and economic development. 
When a reporter asked about the tax returns and 
how she is paying her bills, Braun asked what media 
outlet he was from and told him her business is fine. 

“Some of you may work for the Tribune or the 
Sun-Times, and last time I looked, the Tribune was 
in bankruptcy,” Braun said. 

‘There’s a kid laying up dead,” she said, as she got 
into a waiting car near where blood was still frozen on 
the street. “Come on guys, be responsible yourselves.” 

As of ^JCbdnesday evening, Chicago police said 
neither of the two teens shot had died in the in- 
cident.

Air Force veteran Brad Badgle)^ 31, said 
he moved to Boystown as an escape. The 
area was “a concentrated neighborhood 
of acceptance” he sought out after his 
military service.

While serving as a personnel special- 
ist in the commander’s office of the Na- 
tional Guard, Badgley said, he used his 
time-consuming course work and doctor- 
ate program as his “crutch” when his col- 
leagues— to whom he grew close— would 
try to set him up on dates with women or 
ask if he had a girlfriend.

said. “Tbu have to really trust people.” 

Boystown resident Jean Albright, an Air 
Force veteran, enlisted before the “don’t 
ask, don’t tell” policy in 1992 and served 
for 20 years. Albright, 59, also worked as 
a spokeswoman for the Military Entrance 
Processing Command at the Great Lakes 
Naval Base, north of Chicago. Back then, 
rumors of a reinstated draft: led to the me- 
dia questioning her about whether draft- 
ed people could say they were gay to get 
out of serving. 

She remembers asking a superior once 


how the military knew whether someone 
was gay He responded: ''You can always 
tell.” She quickly became withdrawn, 
fearing that revealing any aspect of her 
personal life would lead to her discharge. 

Today Albright is director of new me- 
dia and circulation at Chicago gay and les- 
bian weekly the ^^ndy City Times. She 
also is a member of gay and lesbian mili- 
tary advocacy groups Service Members 
Legal Defense Network and the Ameri- 
can Veterans for Equal Rights. 

“Firing was common and expected,” 
Albright said of her days in the service. 
“People just disappeared and no one talk- 
ed about it.” 

Those fears might be allayed following 
the policy’s repeal, signed by President 
Obama last month. Government officials 
haven’t addressed when the repeal will 
fully take effect. 

While Badgley said he struggled while 
serving in the Air Force, he developed lead- 
ership skills and confidence as well. He en- 
courages anyone, gay or straight, to enlist. 

“Serving a cause greater than oneself 
is one of the best things anyone can do. 
... I encourage {gay and lesbian] folks to 
get involved and serve your country,” he 
said. “That right shouldn’t be taken from 
anybody ” JOHN lendman is a redeye special con- 
tributor.

The first homicide of 2011 and the last homicide of 
2010 both were fatal stabbings, a Red Eye analysis 
of preliminary police data found. 

On Saturday, a 37-year-old man was stabbed to 
death in the 1100 block of West Hollywood Avenue 
in Edgewater, police said. 

A day earlier, a 48-year-old man was fatally 
stabbed in the 6700 block of South Halsted Street 
in Englewood, officials said. 

There were 32 stabbings in 2010, about 7 per- 
cent of the year’s homicides, which was about the 
same percentage in 2009, Red Eye data shows. 

Based on preliminary data from the police and 
Cook County Medical Examiner’s Office, Red Eye 
determined there were 448 homicides in 2010, 
which was 13 fewer homicides than in 2009. 

Chicago Police Supt. Jody Weis said this week 
the department determined there were 435 homi- 
cides in 2010, a record low since 1965, based on its 
own investigations. 

Twenty-five homicides were recorded in 
December, including fatal shootings in Bridgeport 
and Belmont Cragin and a fatal assault in South 
Peering in the last week, according to RedEye 
data. There were 37 homicides in December 2009, 
RedEye determined. 

Meanwhile, five homicides have been recorded 
this month, including two men shot to death in 
one incident in Greater Grand Crossing, a man fa- 
tally shot in Uptown and a man beaten to death on 
the Near West Side, RedEye data shows.

CLEVELAND With a deep, refined 
voice, one that had been sadly mis- 
placed, Ted Williams simply asked for help 
to get him off the streets. He’s been heard. 

Left homeless after his life and career 
were ruined by drugs and alcohol, Wil- 
liams has been offered a job by the Cleve- 
land Cavaliers and is being pursued by 
NFL Films for possible work after he and 
his compelling tale became an online cu- 
riosity 

“This has been totally, totally amazing,” 
Williams said in a phone interview with 
The Associated Press on Wednesday, his 
voice choking with emotion. “Fm just so 
thankful. God has blessed me so deeply 


Fm getting a second chance. Amazing.” 

Williams was contacted Wednesday by 
the Cavaliers, who have offered him a po- 
sition that could include announcing work 
at Quicken Loans Arena, the team’s down- 
town venue. Williams said the team has 
offered him a two-year contract and said it 
would pay his mortgage. 

He said the Cavaliers’ offer is just one of 
many flooding in during the past two days. 

“I can’t believe what’s going on,” said 
Williams, a father of nine. “God gave me 
a million-dollar voice and I just hope I can 
do right by him.” 

Williams’ life began spiraling downward 
in 1996 when he began drinking alcohol 


“pretty bad.” He used marijuana and co- 
caine and lost interest in his radio career. 
Williams said his last job was with a sta- 
tion in Columbus, Ohio. Williams said he 
celebrated two years of sobriety “around 
Thanksgiving.” 

Williams was initially spotted by The 
Columbus Dispatch standing near an exit 
ramp off Interstate 71. In a video inter- 
view that quickly became wildly popular, 
Williams— holding a cardboard sign that 
asked motorists for help and says, “Fm 
an ex-radio announcer who has fallen on 
hard times”— explained in his smooth, 
bottomless voice that he was drawn to ra- 
dio at age 14.

KICK IT UP 


BEARS READY 
FOR NEW RULES 
IN OVERTIME AS 
PLAYOFFS BEGIN 


Beginning with this weekend’s NFL playoff games, 
there’s a new overtime rule for scoring. 

If a team kicks a field goal after receiving the 
overtime kickoff, the opponent will have a chance 
to match that field goal, or score a touchdown to 
win the game.

As the 
first bar in Chicago (or anywhere, so 
they claim) to offer tableside liquor on tap in 
addition to beer, custom-made tap handles 
allow patrons to pour shots of Jameson, 
Absolut, Patron and more. You’re charged by 
the ounce for pours, and a computer screen 
in each table keeps track of your total. Each 
handle looks like a miniature liquor bottle 
and are-for lack of a better term-pretty 
darn adorable. 



Don’t forget the cocktails 

Most cocktails are beer-inspired, 
either using a brew as an ingredient 
or mimicking its taste with mixers. If you 
have to choose just one. Public House’s 
beverage consultant, Justin Leone, rec- 
ommends the Weiss Guy, a play on a 
hefeweizen beer made with Ketel Oranje, 
grapefruit juice, almond syrup and car- 
damom pods. “It’s not about pretention 
or who can make the most convoluted 
cocktail; it’s about giving people fun op- 
tions,” Leone said. “Here you can have 
two people drinking a [hefeweizen], but 
only one of them is drinking a beer.”
